spirit of the day before when the anti- 
W olcott faction separated itself from 
the county convention, prevailed.

K, Gause. a. member of 
the legislature from Florence county was 
asked if he had heard Mr. Tillman W h e n 
he met him In Columbia during the last 
session of the legislature, say anything 
about Mr. Gonzales’ editorials to whiih 
witness fpplied that he met Colonel Till­ 
man on the street and when some one 
asked Colonel Tillman where he was stop­ 
ping. he replied:

Continuing, Mrs. Denison said; 
"But have vve any danger signals? 

Are wc 
in danger of losing any of our fine 
possessions? Shall wo be alw ays ‘atop 
at the soaring mom ent?' There are more 
cases of nervous prostration t-han we 
w ish there wore. Our trem endous pace 
telle. 


"P r. Van Dyke tells the story of an 
old Verm ont chair m anufacturer whose 
factory was visited by his niece who 
was surprised at his large stock and 
said: ‘Uncle, it doesn't seem as if you 
would ever sell all these chairs.’ 
And 
he replied; 'My child, settin' down will 
never go out of fashion ’ But we spur 
each other on until sunetim es it really 
appears as if !t mi^nt. 


“The world moves in cycles: there 
seems a little danger of a reproduction 
of the Puritan in the strenuosity of life 
that leaves no hour for am usem ent or 
the lightness of life.

ANNUAL ADDRESS 
OF THE PRESIDENT 


MBS. BRADFORD DISCUSSES THE 
WORK ACCOMPLISHED DUR­ 
ING PAST 12 MONTHS. 


StHnfiine room onlv showed thr interest 
in the proceedings of the afternoon ses­ 
sion 
The program began with a brilliant 
piano solo. Etude. Raff, by Mrs. W. W. 
Price. 


The annual address of the president was 
then given, as follows: 


Greeting. 


There are various interpretations of the 
meaning of state federations. There are 
various criticisms of the work done by 
these bodies indulged in by the onlooker. 
It is sometimes said that the work is 
>prea<l over too wide a Hold. 
Again, it 
is urged that nothing definite Is really 
accomplished. 
And sometimes it is even 
said that women go to federations simply 
to have a goori time, thus contradicting 
the other 
charge 
that 
is 
occasionally 
brought that "club women takes them­ 
selves too seriously.” 


Let us, in the true meaning of the word, 
criticise ourselves a while. 
To me, criti­ 
cism means a just estimate. Let us, then, 
not in the role of fault finders, nor in the 
spirit of blind adulation, critically examine 
ourselves—do justice alike to the vision 
that is ours and the service 
that 
has 
sprung from that vision. 
In the spirit 
of “effluent gladness,” let us paint the 
portrait of the Colorado Federation as 
the last twelve month has Illumined her 
face, made firmer her poise and accentuat­ 
ed her attitude toward her own develop­ 
ment and the world problems of which .’¡he 
is a part, and for which she is seeking a 
solution. 


In the words of President Kliot s de­ 
scription of the American aristocrat, the 
Colorado Federation is characterized by 
"Fidelity to all forms of duty that de­ 
mand courage, self-denial and zeal, and 
loyal devotion to the democratic ideals of 
freedom, serviceableness, unity, toleration, 
public justice and public joyfulness.” 
Loyalty to Duty. 


Is the federation loyal to duty in this 
exalted sense? 
Does the composite wo­ 
man. the motherhood, the wifehood, the 
maidenhood, the citizenship of Colorado 
as focused in this federation stand with 
courage for those things which, to acclaim 
before the world means, even in these, 
the opening years of the twentieth cen­ 
tury, self-denial? Is the Colorado federa­ 
tion, as the incarnation of Colorado wo­ 
manhood, full of zeal for a progressive 
culture that is not rent asunder by an 
arrested ethic? 
Has the vision of free­ 
dom smitten the soul of the federation 
into love with its loveliness deep enough 
to result in loyal devotion to those ideals? 
Is unity a fact among us? 
Does toler­ 
ation, the finest fruitage of culture, hos­ 
pitality to ideas and methods not our own, 
crown us with Its benediction 


And public justice and public joyful­ 
ness: 
Do we further in our daily living 
as federated club women these supreme 
attainm ents of the life of the common­ 
wealth? In all these senses is the Colo­ 
rado federation the true American aristo­ 
crat? 


Proudly I dare uflirm that in kind the 
federation partakes of this sort of aristo­ 
cratic life, belongs to the aristocracy of 
goodness which is the democracy of man. 


Humbly 1 adm it that in degree there 
remains much of this life yet to be in­ 
spired. We are, to quote Amiel, "making 
actual the potential.” 
We are translat­ 
ing from the language of vision into the 
termsa of tervice. Sometimes the transla­ 
tion is 
inadequate. 
Sometimes 
several 
sentences in the practical gospel'of every­ 
day helpfulness may be omitted. 
Yet, 
when all is said, the result of the year’s 
work has been vital. 
Real things have 
been done. 
The invigorating communal 
life of this strong, purposeful, fearless, 
altruistic 
commonwealth 
has 
rushed 
through the veins of the federation, quick­ 
ened its heart beats and attuned its pulses 
to the music of more harmonious living^ 


We have taken ourselves seriously, as 
we have had a right to do, for serious 
m atters have been carried in our minds 
and hearts. 


We have come together to have a good 
time. 
Good times have been our right, 
not only because we have done 
good 
things but because federation joyfulness is 
a part of the public joyfulness which is 
one of the reasons for our existence. The 
federation haa taught us the fuller de­ 
lights of friendliness and, in one sense, 
a federation meeting like this should be 
neighborly chat w rit large. 


What are some of the real things that 
we have done What are the specific ex­ 
periences that have lent added beauty to 
the ieir features of our federation? Let 


each specific'organ-of this great organ­ 
ism answer for its own function in the 
corporate life.

friendliness, even neighborliness this last 
year. 
The districting of the state, each 
district being placed under the guidance of 
a district president, had been accomplish­ 
ed a year previous to the last annual 
meeting. 
But nothing had been accom­ 
plished during th at time save this new 
method of organization. 
Since the last 
convention the plan of work conferences 
has not only been adopted but put into 
actual operation in two instances—first, 
the never to be forgotten Longmont con­ 
ference when the whole northeast district 
was present, whose inspiring and presid­ 
ing genius was Mrs. Ira K Herron; and, 
second, upon a smaller, but no less de­ 
lightful scale, the conference of the club 
women of the Clear Creek district held at 
Georgetown in June, upon the invitation 
of the Georgetown Shakespeare club. 


These work conferences are very near 
my heart. 
For a long time I sought to 
bring the idea into practice, to make 
‘‘actual the potential” of a meeting where 
all the club women of an entire section 
of the state should be delegates by the 
mere fact of membership In a federated 
club in this district. 
I have longed to 
take a federation meeting to the clubs, not 
alone to ask the clubs to send delegates 
to a federation. I have believed th at with 
the inspiration and the cordial good cheer 
and the concentration of purpose, and 
the deepening of sym pathy that always re­ 
sults from such a gathering, the m ean­ 
ing of the federation would become clear­ 
er to many, the reality of its alms encom­ 
pass more fully the lives of our club wo­ 
men. 
And to the truth of this faith of 
mine between live and six hundred women 
who went to Longmont can testify. An^ 
other thing, the greatest increase in mem­ 
bership has occurred in the northeast dis­ 
trict, a sure proof of the value of a work 
conference. 


The Consumers' League is now a vital 
force in Colorado through the efforts of 
the federation committee formed a t the 
last annual meeting. 
Too much cannot 
be said in its place. 
Economically and 
ethically the work of this committee is 
in line with a scientific self protection 
which permits the play of altruistic ac­ 
tivities. 


Recom mendations. 


In view of present 
conditions 
and 
prospects I make the following recom­ 
mendations. 


I recommend that thife convention in­ 
struct the president and corresponding Sec­ 
retary to issue invitations to all feder- 
tion club women of the transmississippl 
states to attend a work conference in 
Colorado, time and place to be decided by 
the executive boara. 


This recommendation is based upon the 
belief that such a work conference will do 
lor this larger territory that which the 
work conference within the state has al­ 
ready accomplished. 


I recommend that this convention em­ 
power the president to confer with the 
state superintendent of public instruction 
fti regard to closer union between the 
federations and the schools, to the end 
that the school house In each district may 
be come the social center of said district, 
the school house to be used as the meeting 
place of parents’ and children's clubs. 


I recommend that the scholarship com­ 
mittee correspond w ith the state super­ 
intendent 
and 
county 
superintendents 
throughout the stpte in regard to secur­ 
ing additional scholarships and also ap­ 
plications for the scholarships now ex­ 
isting. 


I reeomniend that the traveling library 
committee confer with the county super­ 
intendents iri regard to placing the librar­ 
ies In various school districts. 
I recom­ 
mend that each club, through its dele­ 
gates to this convention, make a free 
will offering to the state library commis­ 
sion, thereby providing the income neces­ 
sary to conduct the commission this year. 
This necessity has arisen from the fail­ 
ure to obtain the funds appropriated by 
the legislature.

Situation in Canadian Soo. 


Sault Ste Mario, Mich., Sept. Ü9.—The 
arrest of nine men charged with being 
implicated in the riot at the Canadian Soo 
Monday of a mob of discharged employes 
of the Consolidated Lake Superior com­ 
pany and an attem pt of a number of men 
forcibly to resist detention by the con­ 
cern a t Wilde station on the Algoma Cen­ 
tra], were among the developments in the 
situation a t the Soo today. 


Numerous requests by employment agen­ 
cies for the service of a large number 
of employes thrown out of work by the 
closing of the concern and its various 
affiliated companies to which they :ir<> 
responding and the absence of destitu­ 
tion have given the men hope, and with 
the exception of the Indictments mention­ 
ed everything was again quiet today. 


Mayor Plummer, up to today has, with 
the sanction of the municipality, readily 
aided the needy, who are declared to be 
few, but he announced In a statement 
tonight that with the arrival of a de­ 
tachm ent of the military tomorrow all 
unemployed men of the company who 
have refused to accept the offers of work 
elsewhere will be forced to leave. 
To­ 
night, and since the attack by the mob 
on the company's offlcc yesterday, tlio 
local militia, reinforced by the police, has 
guarded the plants and Industries of the 
company but order has been observed to­ 
day and communication between the two 
Soos, which was ordered stopped 
last 
night, was resumed. It Is planned to start 
the street cars on the Canadian side to­ 
morrow. 


There are 600 woodsmen in the camps of 
the company, but as a measure of pre­ 
caution the company, according to Wil­ 
liam Coyne, assistant to President Shields, 
will not allow them to come in until 
tomorrow when all of the 310 troops en 
route will have arrived. 
Although they 
are said by Mr. Coyne to be well pro­ 
vided with food and to have been given 
good sleeping quarters, the mten, he says, 
are dissatisfied, which has caused them 
to protest against being left at Wilde sta­ 
tion, which ended In a demonstration sim­ 
ilar to that which occurred yesterday but 
not so serious. 


The men, Mr. Coyne says, became an­ 
gry when told they would be held at the 
station over night and began to throw j 
stones at the engine crew. The fusillade ' 
of missiles became so heavy .th at to es­ 
cape with their lives the crew under pre­ 
tense of switching the train, after an 
engine and two coaches had been uncou­ 
pled, started down the main track on tho 
Algoma Central road, leaving the foreign­ 
ers behind.

arm ed force, but, th e business 
b ein g o f a confidential natu re, th e o ther p arties did not 
w ait. 


A still m o re strik in g illu stratio n of th e depressing con­ 
d itio n s w hich surround th is industry a t the present 
tim e is afforded by a case in Oregon, during the past 
■week. 
By persuasive argum ents well known to the pro- 
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tra in a t a point selected for the negotiations, w hich in­ 
volved th e tran sfer of th e m oney carried in the express 
car. 
M erely as a guarantee of good faith the gentlem en 
used dynam ite on th e express car door. 
Ah a reply to 
th is proposition th e express m essenger shot one of the 
n eg o tiato rs through the h eart w ith a rifle and filled 
a n o th e r one full of buckshot. 
T he two rem aining m em ­ 
bers of th e firm were not satisfied w ith the term s offered 
and abru p tly withdrew’ from th e negotiations. 


T hese things are natu rally discouraging and if they 
co ntinue th e industry will soon be practically extinct.

BIO MILL LOSSES 


In its answ er to th e com plaint of 
th e Stearns-R ogers M anufacturing Co. 
of D enver, filed in th e U nited S tates 
circu it court a t D enver, th e • P o rtlan d 
Gold M ining com pany repudiates the 
claim of th e plaintiff for $54,066.17, 
and m akes a counter claim for dam ­ 
ages in th e Bum of $354,150. 


T he answ er is sensational In th a t it 
not only charges the S tearns-R ogers 
M anufacturing com pany w ith failure 
to perform co n tract in th e construction 
of the P ortland m ill, but, referrin g to 
the Pearce roaster, w hich form s the 
basis of the suit, alleges " th a t the rep ­ 
resentations and statem en ts m ade by 
plaintiff as to the P earce ro aster were 
and are u ntrue; th a t plaintiff had no 
rig h t to enter into any agreem ent as 
to said ro aster or to c o n tract for the 
erection or construction thereof, and 
th a t the actions and rep resen tatio n s of 
the plaintiff w ere and are a fraud upon 
the defendant, and th a t th e plaintiff 
m ade said representations as to said 
ro aster and entered into said co n tracts 
w ith defendant know ing th a t the sam e 
were untrue, and know ing th a t it had 
no rig h t to construct th e said furnace, 
or to sell the rig h t to use th e sam e, 
and know ing th a t the said furnace w as 
an infringem ent upon a prior patent, 
and th a t 
all 
of 
these 
m atters the 
plaintiff concealed from the defendant 
and purposely left the defendant in 
ignorance of them .” 


M uch “ B otch W o rk .” 


T he P ortland com pany adm its th at 
A pril 9. 1900, it entered into con tract 
w ith th e Stearns-R ogers M anufactur­ 
ing com pany, and at subsequent dates 
m ade contracts w ith th at com pany for 
m achinery and construction w ork in 
connection w ith the erection of the 
P ortland mill a t Colorado City. 
The 
answ er states th at, according to con­ 
tract, the m ill w as not to .cost in ex­ 
cess of $400,000 but has cost about 
$625,000. 


It is fu rth er charged “th a t th e m ill 
planned and supervised by the defend­ 
a n t cost largely in excess of th at price 
th a t plaintiff agreed it should cost; 
th a t the m ill was not properly planned 
by plaintiff and th a t the construction 
w as not properly supervised; th a t thou­ 
sands of dollars of im proper and poor 
w orkm anship w ere allowed to go into 
tlic m ill, a la rg e ,p a rt of it known as 
’botch w ork’ being done by plaintiff 
itself; th at as planned and built by 
the plaiutiff the mill contained three 
furnaces sold by plaintiff w hich plain­ 
tiff knew it had no rig h t to construct." 


It is alleged th a t “said furnaces or 
ro asters 
were 
equipped 
w ith 
feed 
screw s 
that 
wore 
insufficient and 
w orthless and w hich, in the operation 
of the said furnaces constantly broke 
and becam e out of order, and th a t the 
fire boxes planned and constructed by 
plaintiff for said roasters w ere im ­ 
proper, im practicable and w orthless." 


D efective F ire Boxes. 


It is alleged th a t th e fire boxes, be­ 
cause of their defects, had to be taken 
out. th a t “ no 
proper 
or 
sufficient 
h earth s w ere constructed for th e ro ast­ 
e rs” and th a t new ones had to be put 
in; th at the arches were im properly 
constructed and th a t the mill instead 
of being a plant of 300 tons daily ca­ 
pacity. as provided for by contract, 
had a capacity of only 60 or 70 tons 
daily. 


R eferring to the crushers, rolls, b ar­ 
rels, dryers 
etc 
it is charged they 
were not 
of 
“thoroughly first-class 
w orkm anship or m aterial,” th a t “ they 
w ere im properly designed, planned and 
co n stru cted .” and th a t instead of being 
w orth $54,000 as they would have been 
if they had been m ade according to 
contract, they were w orth only $45.000, 
and th a t by paying $47,157.04 for them 
the P ortland com pany had paid m ore 
th an th e ir value. 


Special m ention is m ade in th e an ­ 
sw er of w hat is know n as th e “odds 
and ends co n tract,” w hich provided 
for 24 w eighing 
attachm ents, tan k s 
and solution valves, etc., th e am ount 
involved being $4tj,4a0. 
In th is con­ 
nection it is charged th a t the changes 
and alteratio n s m ade in w ork com ing 
under th is co n tract cost th e com pany 
$2,599.72, and th a t these changes w ere 
necessary because of defective w ork­ 
m anship. 
On account of this con tract 
the com pany says it has paid out $43.- 
516 for w hat was w orth only $32,500. 
and the sum of $10,000 has been paid 
out for repairs. 


B ig L osses S u stain ed . 


T h e answ er declares th a t the P o rt­ 
land com pany has paid out $14,000 in 
w ages to em ployes during periods of 
shutdow ns caused by m achinery b reak ­ 
ing because, of defects in it th a t should 
not have existed under the term s of 
the contract w ith th e Stearns-R ogers 
com pany. 


Also, th a t the com pany has paid out 
$24,650 for Ihe treatm en t of its ores 
a t o th er m ills at. tim es when it was im ­ 
possible to operate its own plant be­ 
cause of breakdow ns in the m achinery, 
etc. 


B ecause of th e losses it has suffered 
the P o rtlan d com pany says the Stearns- 
R ogers com pany is indebted to it “ in 
the sum of $225,000, to-w it: th e dif­ 
ference betw een the guaranteed cost 
and th e actual cost” of th e P ortland 
m ill, “together w ith the sum of $10,- 
500, th e am ounts so paid for th e plan­ 
ning of said m ill and th e superintend­ 
ing of its construction.” 


T he A lleged F rau d . 


In connection w ith th e alleged fraud 
on the p art of the S tearns-R ogers com ­ 
pany in supplying the P earce ro aster 
to the P ortland m ill, the answ er re­ 
cites the case of H orace F. Brown vs. 
the S tearns-R agers com pany, in which 
it is stated. Judge H allett in th e U nited 
S tates circuit court a t D enver “signed 
a decree th a t the Pearce ro aster was 
an infringem ent upon a p rio r p aten t.” 
and th a t the Stearns-R ogers com pany 
had no rig h t to co n stru ct or sell the 
rig h t to use th e furnace. 
T he aijsw er 
fu rth er recites 
th a t 
an appeal was 
taken to the 
U nited 
S tates circuit 
court of appeals in th is case, w here 
the suit was dism issed April 26, 1902. 


T he P ortland com pany m akes coun­ 
te r claim s in four am ounts, as fol­ 
lows; 
$235.500, 
$30,000, 
$48,650. and 
$40,000, m aking a total of $354,150.

EW O RLEANS, La., 
Sept. 
26.— 
The first im portant invasion of 
th e fam ous Frcneh q u arter of 
New O rleans is now being m ade to pro­ 
vide a site for the new court house 
w hich th e city and state have united to 
build. 
Those who know New O rleans 
w ell w ill readily realize 
w hat 
this 
m eans. 
H itherto, w ithin the lim its of 
th e old city, changes have never been 
m ade e x cep t-w h en a fire has left a 
site vacant. 
Long since the w alls and 
fortificatio n s of th e old creole tow n dis­ 
appeared, but th e territo ry m arked by 
C anal street, E splanade avenue. Ram ­ 
p a rt street, and th e river, about a dozen 
blocks one way and half a dozen the 
o th er, has steadfastly resisted the as­ 
sau lts of m odern progress, and has per­ 
sisten tly retained th e houses, th e cus­ 
tom s, and the speech of a hundred years 
ago. 


M eanw hile the m odern city, under 
th e "uptow n” or A m erican influence, 
h as spread and scattered in every di­ 
rection. 
Lofty 
b uildingi have been 
erected, m odern pavem ents laid, streets 
lig h ted by electricity and widened for 
th e passage of electric cars, the m od­ 
ern conveniences of clear w ater and 
sew erage are being provided, parks and 
gardens have been laid out, and th o u ­ 
sands of citizens have procured their 
aw*n p riv a te g rass plots. 
Yet, except 
for a frin g e of business blocks along th e 
C anal street boundary, the old L atin 
d istric t has clung to its ancient tra d i­ 
tio n s and constantly refused to be m od­ 
ernized. 


B ut “ presto, change,” as the conjur­ 
ers, say. A solid block of th e old q u ar­ 
te r is even now being torn out by the 
ro o ts to let su n lig h t into dark narrow 
stre ets and to p erm it the building of a 
new h all of A m erican justice, w hich, 
alth o u g h it will cost a t least half a m il­ 
lio n dollars, w ill not surround a g ar­ 
den, b u t w ill have a garden about it.

Davis. 


A ltogether 41 buildings are now .be­ 
ing to rn dow n w ithin th e narrow boun­ 
daries of thlif one square—41 stru ctu res 
to m ake room for a single one.

From C anal street, 
through 200 m iles of paved highw ays, 
rad iates the com plete and com prehen­ 
sive system of th e New O rleans R ail­ 
w ay com pany, w hich has been pro­ 
nounced the best in the country, b rin g ­ 
ing every portion of the city into touch 
w ith th is com m on center. T he m odern 
city, w ith its 325,000 population, w hich 
a t th e present ra te of increase prom ­ 
ises to be doubled w ithin a very few 
years, w ith its electric lights, its gas 
and w ater m ains, its canals and its 
sew erage system , w ith its handsom e 
business houses, its high office build­ 
ings, its delightful w inter hotels, has 
overw helm ed th e old city, u n til th e 
L atin q u arter rem ains only as an in ­ 
terestin g h isto rical m useum . 


It is, perhaps, sad to see th e p ictu r­ 
esque featu res disappear, b u t com m erce 
is a lterin g th e g re a t guif p o rt w ith ir ­ 
resistib le force. 
New O rleans, as is

lum ber, sugar, fruit, and a long list 
of im portant products. 
It iB tapping 
new te rrito ry by m eans of connections 
now being m ade w ith 40,000 m iles of 
railroad, and is providing po rt facili­ 
ties for double its p resen t volum e of 
ocean com m erce. T he city, th e national 
governm ent, an d the corporate in te r­ 
ests represented a re preparing for th e 
im m ediate expenditure of $50,000,000, 
adequately to equip New O rleans to

Notable Addresses Jtelivered by Mrs. Denison, National President, and Mrs. 


Bradford, State President-Much Routine Business- 


interesting Social Features. 


T 


HE climax in yesterday's proceed- 
ings of the Colorado Federation 
ol Women's clubs «-ns the mag- 
nificent speech of the national 
president. Mrs. DunJ.son. 


Tho entire audlenv.o arosu In silent, 
yet admiring greeting as Mrs. Benlsoii 
advanced toward 
the front of the 
rostrum. 


She was daintily gowned in fawn col- 


ored crepe, touched up with blue puiuic 
velvet and arabesque medallions. 


But her own Itirllviduullty made one, 


forget all except that the beloved leader 
had for a few short days given the 
Colorado club women ihe delight of her 
pret'ence. 


Mrs. Denison's Speech. 


She began by saying: 
"Madam President, loved women of 


Colorado and—gentlemen. 
In loyalty 
anil sympathy Colorado has the advan- 
tage of all others In the federation. No 
state is ahead of you. 


"One of the charming writers of our 


time lias said 'There 'ire days that arc 
the seed pods of destiny.' To confine 
ourselves to our own country, such a 
duy was the.one whc.;i a flight of birds 
guided Columbus to our continent. Such 
a day when Pilgrim feet first pressed 
our. soil! SUt-h a 'day when the first 
flint-lock made Its slurp, emphatic and 
permanent declaration of Independence 
as Its smolce curled bhio upon the air! 
Such a day. when Jonn Brown struck 
the'first. blow lor universal freedom! 
Such;a day when tha earth resounded 
with reverberations, as the Maine sank 
In'the bay at Havana! 


Whenever a purpose has dawned, a 


day has also, dawned that thrusts It 
foi'th with momentum ond Impetuosity. 
It Is the theory of savants that In prim. 
Hive days the necessity of maternal 
care in helpless infancy was the be* 
ginning of a family. 
A rudimentarj 


family life,—but from that sprang thj 
plan with its own evolution tn the social 
relations whose complexities confront 
us today. 


Woman's High. Office. 


"If we accept this theory, woman in 


her highest and holiest office was the 
foundation of our tntlre". social '.'struc- 
ture. The development of that struc- 
ture fell aa naturally to the dominant 
se,x that only here and there at long 
intervals through the uses that woman 
has been unrecognized except In tha 
most flippant relation to the social.or- 
der. Even the words that express a un- 
ion of purpose or sentiment are mas- 
culine, like 'fellowship.' ' 'brotherhood,' 
'fraternity,'etc. 


"In. the words of. tne well-Jknown 
statesman, 'It IB not a theory' But' a con- 
dition that confronts the sociologist,' 
when In the 35 years from the found- 
ing of the first duo, women number ft 
club membership of 300,000 or more In 
the United States alone, with clubs In 
Nome,' Skaguay, Honolulu, Porto Rico 
and Mexico with the increasing number 
In European countries, following 
the 
east to Bombay, China and Australia. 


Club Principle. 


"It In the club,.Us aspirations and its 


achievements which c.irry forward and 
upward the work of the state knd gen- 
eral federations. The whole'club prin- 
ciple la that of Interchange, and the 
unfederated club I* like 
Dundreary's 


bird 'that flocked alone.' It must atro- 
phy In its insularity. 


"Then the club often decides that 


there is no necessity of belonging to 
both the state and epnerai federation 
and asks 'What does the general federa- 
tion do but meet onto in two years?' 
But imagine how mu"h narrower. all 
flub life would be if the general fed- 
eration did not meet OAO- In two years. 
If organization of Individuals is useful, 
the general federation can be fulfilled 
In no other way than by its continu- 
ance. 


"Would the hearts of the club women 


throb In unison, thoir brains plan and

eration? Would MfiHKiichusetts be aid-

It is a great loom that 
is to weave thosn parti-colored threads 
In harmonious and beautiful pattern. 
liot every club give it a loyal support. 


Harmony In the Work. 


"Every library that is founded, every 
traveling library that in established, ev, 
ery petition for a. state Institution, 
every evil,—state, civic, municipal, that 
we seek to correct, proves this and the 
steps taken at L,oa Angeles for 
the 


amelioration of the abut.es of child labor 
were a gigantic stride toward the co- 
ordlnantlon of work between the club, 
the state and the general federation. 
Speed the day when all great national 
organizations of women shall fall Into 
line and work together for the suppres- 
sion of any evil that, like child labor, 
not only threatens the home, but is a 
civic economic menace. 


The conditions of child labor have 


been brought no thoroughly before state 
conventions that the subject will be 
touched upon lightly, not through Indif- 
ference, but to avert a. thrioa-told tale. 
The gross evils existing In the istatei 
of the south that were without laws 
regulating the labor of children, has 
led the north to investigate her own 
conditions, and we have found work 
for legislatures and legislators." 
At this point Mrs. Dtmnison took oc- 


casion to quote largely the advantage! 
accruing In many state* from the laws 
enacted protecting children who hither- 
to bad been subjected to the abuses of 
child labor. 


Danger Signals. 


Continuing, Mrs. Donlson said; 
"But have we any danger signals? 
Are we making any mistakes? Are we 
in danger of losing any of our fine 
possessions? Shall wo be always 'atop 
at the soaring moment?1 There are more 
cases of nervous prostration than we 
wish there were. Our tremendous pace 
tells. 


"Dr. Van Dyke tells the story of an 
old Vermont chair manufacturer whose 
factory was visited by his niece who 
was surprised at his large stock and 
«aid: 'Uncle, It doesn't seem as 1C you 
would ever sell all th««e chairs.' And 
h« replied: 'My child, sett-ln' down will 
never go out of fashion.' But we spur 
each other on until sometimes It really 
appears as If It might. 
"The world moves li: cycles; there 


seems a little danger of a reproduction 
of the Puritan In the strenuoirity of life 
that leaves no hour for amusement or 
the lightness of life. We need a happy 
medium of neither' taking our pleasures 
lightly or our work wfth~a" mlnor^ohord. 
It was a happy phrase of Lowell's that 
characterized his disposition as 'sloping 
to the south,' for it suggests not only 
sunninens, but a lalssez falre,' which 
seems more and more to be valued aa 
it Is leas and less perceived. We hard- 
ly take time to die comfortably in our 
beds, but drop whenever the last spark 
of energy Is exhausted. 


The Opportunity. 


"What pearis have been sung to Op- 


portunity!

ING PAST 12 MONTHS.

in the proceedings of the afternoon ses- 
sion.

The annual address of the president was 


then given, as follows: 
Greeting. 


There are various interpretations of the 


meaning of state federations. There are 
various criticisms of the work done by. 
these bodies indulged in by the onlooker. 
It is sometimes said that the work Is 
spread over too wide a Held. Again, it 
is urged that nothing definite Is really 
accomplished. And sometimes it Is even 
said that women go,to federations simply 
to have a good time, thus contradicting 
the other charge that Is occasionally 
brought that "club women takes them- 
selves too seriously." 
Let us, In the true meaning of the word, 


criticise ourselves a while. To me, criti- 
cism means a just estimate. Let us, then, 
not In the role of fault finders, nor In the 
spirit.of blind adulation, critically examine 
ourselves—do justice alike to the vision 
that is ours and the service that has 
sprung from that vision. In the spirit 
of "effluent gladness," let us paint the 
portrait of the Colorado Federation as 
the last twelve month has illumined her 
face, made firmer liar poise and accentuat- 
ed her attitude toward her own develop- 
ment and the world problems of which she 
is a part, and for which she is seeking a 
solution. 
In the words of President Ellpt's de- 


scription of the American aristocrat, the 
Colorado Federation Is characterized by 
"Fidelity to all forma of duty that de- 
mand courage, self-denial and zeal, and 
loyal devotion to the democratic Ideals of 
freedom, servlceableness, unity, toleration, 
public justice and pub'lic joyfulness." 


Through the devoted efforts of Mrs. 
Fred Dick, chairman of the educational 
committee, and those whom she has called 
to her aid, many valuable statistics have 
been gathered concerning educational con- 
ditions throughout the country, and more 
particularly the relation existing between 
the clubs and the schools In the state 
ot Colorado. This committee was also 
vitally Interested in the passage of the 
teachers' pension bill, the extension of 
manual training, the schools savings bank 
system and the organizing upon a Bclon- 
tiflc and practical basis of parents' meet- 
Ings and school visiting committees. 


Legislative. 


The Honorable M. A. B. Conine has 


brought to the legislative work accuracy 
of Information, broad views and a thor- 
ough grasp of detail. This committee held 
many meetings, paid numerous visits to 
the legislature and aided In securing the 
passage of several meritorious bills, chief 
among which were the traveling library 
commission, tho anti-child labor laws and 
part of a group of bills concerning the 
protection of women and children.

One thing we all know, however, and 
that Is that the name of Mrs. A. M. Welles 
is carried in the hearts of thousands of 
men, women and children, on the mountain 
tops and in the valleys of this, our dear 
Red land, because of tho time and thought 
and most loving work she has given to 
send the blessing of good books to Colo- 
rado homes.

not a home maker. 
To aid in making our homes the most 


beautiful, tho most scientific, the most 
pleasurable 
of 
any 
homes ' in the 


land Is the work of the committee on do- 
mestic science. To say that Professor 
Theodosia G. Ammons Is its chairman Is 
equivalent to declaring that this commit- 
tee is a triumphant factor in the home 


friendliness, even neighborllnesg this last 
year. The dlstrioting of the state, each 
district being placed under the guidance of 
a district president, had been accomplish- 
ed a year previous to the last annual 
meeting. But nothing had been accom- 
plished during that timo save this new, 
method of organization. Since the last 
convention the plan of work conferences 
has not only'been adopted but • put Into 
actual operation In two Instances—first,; 
the never to be forgotten Longmont con- 
ference when the whole northeast district 
was 'present, whose Inspiring and presid- 
ing genius was Mrs. Ira L. Herron; and, 
second, upon a smaller, but no less de- 
lightful scale, the conference :of the club 
women of the Clear Creek district held at; 
Georgetown In June, upon the Invitation 
of the Georgetown Shakespeare club. 
These work conferences are very near 


my heart. For a -long time I sought to 
bring the Idea into .practice, to make 
"actual the potential" of a meeting where 
all the club women of an entire section 
of the state should be delegates by the 
mere fact of membership in a federated 
club in this district. I have longed to 
take a federation meeting to the clubs, not 
alone to ask the clubs to send delegates 
to a federation. I have believed that with 
the Inspiration and.the cordial good cheer 
and the concentration of purpose, and 
the deepening of sympathy that always re- 
sults from such a gathering, the mean- 
ing of the federation would become clear- 
er to many, the reality of its aims encom- 
pass more fully the lives of our club wo- 
men.

Situation in Canadian Soo. 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., Sept. 29.-Tha 
arrest of'nine men charged with .being 
Implicated in the riot at the Canadian Soo 
Monday of a mob of discharged employes 
of the Consolidated Lake Superior com- 
pany^and an attempt of a number of men 
forcibly to resist detention by the con- 
cern at Wilde station on the Algoma Cen- 
tral, were among the developments in the 
situation at the Soo' today. 
Numerous requests by employment agen- 


clea for the service of a largo number 
'of employes thrown out of work by the 
closing of the concern and its various 
affiliated companies to which they are 
responding and tho absence of destitu- 
tion have given the men hope, and with 
the exception of the indictments mention- 
ed everything was again quiet today. 
Mayor Plummer, up to today has, with 
the sanction of the municipality, readily 
aided the needy, who are declared to be 
few, 
but he announced In a statement 


tonight - that with the arrival" of a de- 
tachment of the military tomorrow all 
unemployed men of the company who 
have refused to accept the offers of work 
elsewhere will be forced to leave. To- 
night, and since the attack by the mob 
on the company's office yesterday, the 
local militia, reinforced by the police, has 
guarded the plants and industries of the 
company but order has been observed to- 
day and communication between the twd 
Boos, which was ordered stopped last 
night, was resumed. It Is planned to start 
the street 'cars on the Canadian side to- 
morrow. 
There are COO woodsmen in the camps of 
the company, but as a measure of pre- 
caution the company, according .to Wil- 
liam Coyne, assistant to President Shields, 
will not allow them to come In until 
tomorrow when all of the 310 troops en 
route will have arrived. Although they 
are said by Mr. Coyne to be well pro- 
vided with food and to have been given 
good sleeping quarters, the men, he says, 
are dissatisfied, which has caused them 
to protest against being left at Wilde sta- 
tion, which ended In a demonstration sim- 
ilar to that which occurred yesterday but 
not- so serious. 
The men, Mr, Coyne says, became an- 


gry when tpld they would be held at tho 
station over night and began to throw 
stones at the engine crew. The fusillade? 
of missiles became so heavy .that to es- 
cape with their lives tho crew under pre- 
tense of switching the train, after an 
engine and two coaches had been uncou- 
pled, started down the main-track on the 


,lng trial,, but it is a', question whether 
Jtidge'Seeds will allow the proceedings 
to commence if an armed soldier enters 
the court room. ;., This., however, will 
not be known until Thursday night.

Some False Notions 


About the Puritans 


The impression that the Puritans emi- 


grated to the United States in order to 
establish religious liberty has been so 
widely diffused and so sedulously culti- 
vated that it dies hard. That'ldea was 
prominent in the literature of the coun- 
try during: the first half of the last, cen- 
tury, and still survives In the song and 
story of that period. For many years, 
and: until very recent time, It consti- 
tuted the staple of oratory on Forefath- 
ers' day. 
Some of the school readers 


of 60 or more years ago contained ex- 
tracts from addresses based on that im- 
pression—utterances as full of eloquence 
as they were deficient in. truth. But 
they were not lies, for there was no 
such Intention to deceive. The orators 
and poets, who glorified the Pilgrim 
fathers for their ardent love for and 
devotion to liberty were themselves de- 
ceived. 
As was inevitable, the advance of 
education and the multiplication of 
books, 
magazines and 
newspapers 
checked the all-conquering progress of 
that beautiful fio.tlon. It 
could not 
stand the light of truth. The facts of 
history were fatal to its perpetuity. But 
it still survives in some quarters where 
its existence would not be suspected, It 
it did not proclaim itself. For example, 
the New York Commercial of September 
2, In an editorial rebuking a mercantile 
house in Chicago for surrendering to the 
demands of a labor union, incidentally 
remarks: 
"The small band of Puritans who set 
sail for the Inhospitable shores of Ameri- 
ca, and suffered indescribable hardships, 
made the sacrifice to keep alive that 
spark of liberty which was so nearly 
stamped out In Europe. A great people 
are their, descendants and a sreatna- 
tion owes Its birth to thorn. What 
must the spirits of John Alden, Elder 
Brewster, Miles Standlsh and Roger 
Williams think of the spectacle pre- 
sented in Chicago where liberty is al-

tho transfer of the property. 


It is authoritatively given out tha 


tho executors have received an offer 
of par value for the stock and bonds 
of the company, placing the valuation 
of tlie road at $3.000.000. 


Broker Is Interested!. 


The offer to purchase the road anc 


iti! equipment conies from a syndicate 
of Philadelphia capitalists, and the ne- 
gotiations are being carried on through 
a prominent broker of this city. 


The stock of the company is divided 


into 1.600,000 shares at a par value ol 
$.1 each, and the company is bonded 
for an additional $1,500,000. 


One of the executors of the estate 


said last night, in speaking of the ne- 
gotiations: 


"The offer to nurchase was made to 


us several days ago, and came through 
a. local broker. 
We have not consid- 


ered the question seriously, but have 
informed the broker through -whom the 
Offer was made that we will take it 
up and consider it as soon as we have 
time. 


"The offer as it comes to us is to 


sell the entire system at par value, 
•which would mean $3,000.000. 
Earning Capacity. 


"It has not yet been a year since 


the extensive improvements which Mr. 
Stratton made to the road were com- 
pleted, and'for this reason it would be 
hard to say without a thorough inves- 
tigation jiist what tho road is worth at 
this time. 


"We have no idea -what the earning 


capacity is, after deducting the ex- 
penses from the receipts, and we can- 
not determine this until the expiration 
of that time. 


Road for Sale. 


"If we can get what the road is 


worth, we have no doubt the court will 
grant permission to make the sale, 
but the court will require us to show 
conclusively that we are making an ad- 
vantageous sale. 


"The will under which we are work- 


Ing provides that we must sell all the 
property of the estate and convert it 
into cash;' it also provides, however, 


l that the trustees of the Myron Stratton 


home may invest their funds in good 
securities, and under these conditions 
we could transfer the street railway 
company to the trustees in case we 


- could not get our price from another 
purchaser. 


"The offer now before us will be 


considered and if we find it to be a 
valid offer and backed by sufficient 
means to carry it out, we will take it 
up in connection with what the annual 
rgpprt will show to be the earning 
capacity of the road." 


Guarding the Deal. 


The .broker through whom the nego- 


tiations are being made refused to give 
out the names of the capitalists who 
are behind the project, but it is under- 
stood they are prominent commercial 
magnates . of 
Philadelphia.

The returns have been greater every

of strong resolutions condemning Or- 
ganizer John L. Gehr for the open let- 
ter he published 'In effect that he will 
use his.Influence,against'any strike of 
the miners in district 15 at this time, 
as being against their own interests. 
The resolutions when presented creat- 
ed cpnslderable discussion, which ut 
times became very warm, but when- 
it came to a vote It was passed.

Howellg pronounced the 
convention one of the most satisfactory 
ever held, but in an interview tonight 
declared that he had little hope that a 
strike could be averted. 
The letter framed to be sent to the 
operators asks that a conference-be ar- 
ranged by October J for consideration 
pf the demands of the miners.

HIS inscription, which greets the 


eye as one enters the Elks new 
club house, typifies the spirit 


in which this organization has grown 
so remarkably in; recent years and 
which has enabled the members of 
Colorado Springs lodge to erect and 
equip a magnificent .building at the 
corner of Cascade avenue and Bijou 
street in a little loss than ono year. 


The achievement of No. 309 is little 


short of remarkable considering the 
size of .the city, the membership of 
the lodge, the transient 'nature of the 
population, the resources of the mem- 
bership and other factors which enter 
Into such a large undertaking. 


The members ' of the lodge have, 


however, gone about the work in a very 
businesslike way and did not begin the 
enterprise until they were certain 
that it would be completed according 
to their ideas of what it ought to be. 


It was on November 11, 1902, at 11 


o'clock at( night that the members of 
the Iqdge .broke " ground for tho c4ub 
house. In January of this year the cor- 
nerstone was laid and -from that day 
the work has moved forward rapidly. 


A Large .Investment. 


~, , As the club house stands, lot, build- 
ing- and furnishings, it represents a 
total outlay of about $80,000, and it is 
by all odds 'ther best structure of its 


''kind in the west. . and immeasurably 


better than any building owned by 
any other lodge the size of No. 309. 


It is one of the show buildings of the 


city and is in a location at a corner on 
one of the principal streets where it 
may be observed by all visitors who 
come to Colorado Springs. 


The members, of the lodge are, natur- 


ally proud, of their new homo. Every- 
thing in it is of the best and no pains 
have been spared to make it commo- 
dious, attractive, .homelike and sub- 
stantial. 


The building was carefully planned 


and considered according to the needs 
of tho lodge and the membership and 
it is, therefore, moder,n and conven- 
ient and up-to-date in every particular. 


It is In the old Spanish style and 


•built of the best white brick very hard 
and substantial, and rests upon stone 
foundations of ample thickness. The 
trimmings are of light stone and.terra 
cotta. It contains threo full stories 
with! red tile roof, besides the sub- 
basement for the heating apparatus, 
which is 20 feet below the sidewalk. 


On the Cascade side of the building 


on the third floor are four arched re- 
cesses containing terra cotta designs 
of four mottoes of the ordor, "Charity," 
"Justice," "Fidelity" and "Brotherly 
Love." 


XCain Entrance, 


The main entrance to the club house 


is on Bijou street. Here is tho vesti- 
bule, approached on the east and west 
sides, by a short flight of stone steps: 
From the vestibule one enters the 
.main reception hall which' is large 
and commodious and is nearly the 
width of the building. It is here that 
one sees the first huge brick fireplace, 
upon the mantel of which is placed the 
inscription which is given above. 


Beading and Writing Booms. 


Out of this runs a hall the length 


of the building. The first room to the 
right and connected with the main 
hallway by large open arches, is a 
commodious reading r»om equipped 
with fine mahogany newspaper and 
magazine tables, chairs; an abundance 
of electric lights and all accessories 
for the comfort of the readers. 


Next beyond that is a smaller room, 


tho writing .room, which 
will 
be 


equipped with everything needful in 
this'line. Both reading apd writing 
rooms are situated on the west side 
of the building, offering a magnificent 
view of the Pike's Peak range. 


To the left side of the main hallway, 


beginning at the front is a cigar stand 
and telephone booth and behind this a 
manager's room. 


Next beyond is a spacious card room, 


well lighted, and farther along are 
smaller rooms, cloak rooms, toilets, 
etc. 


A Fine Lodge Boom. 


Out of the large reception hall to the 


left as ono enters is a spacious stair- 
case leading to the floor above. 


Practically this entire floor is given ' 


up to the lodge room.

At the north end of the room is the 


seat of the exalted ruler and two other 
officers.

features of the lodge room is a dome 
through which the light enters. In 
this dome is fitted a great amount of 
stained glass and it is one of the 
features of the> room that all the light- 
Ing shall be done by electric lights at- 
tached to the upper and outer side of 
the dome. .There will be possibly 200 
of these globes and there will be no 
other light.In the room. This dome 
does not, however, project' into the 
open air, but into the attic space just 
under the roof.

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STATE MINING NEWS 


BIG STRIKE OF FREE GOLD 


IN RED MOUNTAIN DISTRICT 


The biggest strike of free gold ever 


made in the San Juan country, if not in 
the state, was made Wednesday by D. 
B. Haggerty in his Betsy claim In Ga- 
lena Lion gulch about one mile south- 
west of Ironton in the Red Mountain 
mining district.' The strike was made 
in the 125-foot Cross-cut tunnel at a 
depth of perhaps' 80 to 100 feet. 
Specimens of the ore brought down 
by Mr. Hagserty Wednesday afternoon 
are yellow with free gold, and by old- 
time miners Is pronounced the richest 
gold ore they ever saw. 
It was un- 
covered In a body of quartz similar In 
character to that of the famous Camp 
Bird mine in Iraogene basin. Mr. Hag- 
gerty is modest and somewhat reticent 
about his find, and in answer to all in- 
quiries hands out a chunk of the 
ore for examination. 
A telephone 
message from Mr. W. H. Stewart at 
Irpnton. however, who has visited the 
mine and made an examination, as 
sures that the body of quartz carrying 
this fabulous wealth Is fully three feet 
In' width and has been opened for a 
distance of fropi seven to nine feet 
Any kind of assay can be had from It, 
running from up into the thousands. 
Others who have visited the strike 
confirm what Mr. Stewart says of it, 
and add that the body of quartz is prac- 
tically encased in a. covering of gold, 
and chunks weighing from 1 to 10 
pounds broken off. show free gold all- 
through the .quartz. The strike is the 
principal topic of conversation 
among 
mining'men an'd has caused no little 
excitement among all classes In Ouray. 
Unlike the American Nettie, Bache- 
lor, Johnathan and other mines north of 
Ouray, the ore In Sneffels 
and Red 


(Mountain districts Is not usually found 
in pockets, hence many are Inclined to 
the belief that the ore will prove con- 
tinuous, or that it may be an immense 
ore shoot. At least five tons of it Is 
in sight, which alone will yield a nice 
little sum. The future development of 
the mine will be watched with a great 
deal of interest. 
Mr. Haggerty located the Betsy 
twenty years ago, but has never se- 
cured a patent.' All these years he has 
kept up his annual assessment 
work, 
never losing faith that some day It 
•would be a mine. For some years as- 
sessment work was done on a tunnel 
n, • few hundred feet higher up 
the 
mountain, but. it caved in and was 
abandoned. Later a cross-cut tunnel 
was started near the bottom of 
gulch, and last season the vein 


the 


reached at a distance of 125 feet from 
the portal. That completed the assess- 
ment work for that year, and nothing 
more was done until about a week ago 
when. he went up to his assessment 
work for 1903. Mr. Haggerty has al- 
ways done his assessment work alone 
and single-handed, and was alone 
when he -made the strike. A neighbor 
happened to call just as he finished 
picking the country rock picked from 
the breakage of the last shot, -and he 
handed him the pick and told him to 
pick around a little and see what he 
could find. A wheelbarrow was loaded 
and wheeled to the surface where it 
was examined more closely, Mr. Hag- 
gerty selecting the best specimens and 
Immediately Starting to town, leaving 
his neighbor, Mr. Tucker, in 
charge. 
The news was top good to keep, and 
spread almost as rapidly as a prairie 
fire. People flocked around Mr. Hag- 
gerty to get a look at the specimen and 
pronounced It the richest they had ever 
seen. He returned to the mine yester- 
day morning and is still there. 
The strike wl|l again call the atten- 
tion of the mining world to the possi- 
bilities In the mining .field in Ouray 
county, especially the Red Mountain 
district, where only a few years ago 
silver was the leading product and gold 
was unknown. Now, with the Ham- 
mondAunnel In an six to eight-foot 
'body V* high-grade free-milling ore, 
the Bobtail In an eight to fourteen feet 
of ore sWd to be higher grade than the 
Camp Bird, together with a new strike 
all clustered in a group in the vicinity 
of Ironton." the old mining camp, which 
has produced millions in silver, promises 
to become more famous than during Its 
palmiest days In the history of the 
white metal. Ironton and Red Moun- 
tain also promise to be more ac- 
tive than at any time since 1893. Small 
miners and prospectors will flock into 
that section, the mines already work- 
Ing will employ a small army of men 
and new life will be Injected Into the 
mining industry in all that territory 
bounded by and Including Ouray, Tel- 
lurlde, Sllverton, Burrows Park and 
Lake City. It will be worth while es- 
pecially to keep an eye on Red Moun- 
tain, Poughkeepsle guloh. Mineral Point 
and the Burrows park country. No sec- 
tion In the state Is more thoroughly 
mineralized or which holds out brlgnter 
promise to the prospector and miner. 
The surface has only been scratched 
over and the future developments have 
many startling surprises in store.— 
(Ouray Herald.

dominate the parties of the state, and 


• to make political parties the appanage 


of corporate ends, then tolls the death 
knell of any party that upholds it. We 
may have, as we had once, some years 
ago, 
long and weary days of travail 


before we plant our flag where it be- 
longs, but I do not. believe, as I look 
into Republican faces today that we 
shall ever leave Republican principles 
for corporate ends. 
''It Is unfortunate in any state when 


one municipality contains a quarter of 
its population and casts a quarter of its 
vote, because its influence extends over 
the state, and I fear we have before us, 
this fall, us instanced by the recent 
vote and the frauds perpetrated In the 
city of Denver, a forerunner of 
the 


thousands of fraudulent votes that may 
be counted against us, and there is no 
better time to remind this convention 
that the duty that devolves upon those 
of us who cast our votes outside the 
city of Denver is doubly great, that we 
may. overcome all the frauds that the 
slums of Denver may bring against us. 


As to Party Harmony. 


"There is not a person ih the Republi- 


• can party but ought to be glad to make 
any sacrifice. If thereby he can bring 
success to Republican principles. This 
leads me to say what I have long been 
anxious to say to the Republicans of 
Colorado. If it be true, and 1 am in- 
clined to think it is, that any consider-

1C his neighbors see 
fit to send him to a convention like 
this you must tolerate him for a time. 
If. there be one organization on earth 
where the boycott Is forever unknown, 
It is that organization whose founda- 
tion was human freedom.

or less discussion respecting the chair- 
man of the cential committee.

Three 
times in thlp state I have been a can- 
didate for an elective office, and each 
time, I am proud to say, 1 have been 
nominated by acclamation of the con- 
vention before which I appeared.

.lines I have been elected to office, and 
' hope I may be elected a fourth time. 


"The nine years during which I have 


>een upon the supreme bench of this 
state have been troublous years. There 
liave been many political changes and 
upheavals, and under the statute law 
of this state it has been made the duty 
of the supreme court to pass upon many 
questions of a political nature. 
The 


judges would gladly have been relieved 
of the responsibility thus 'thrust upon 
them; it would have been an easy mat- 
ter, at different times, upon one pre- 
text or another, for me to have shirked 
that responsibility, but that quality is 
entirely absent from my character and 
mental attributes. 1 have never shirked 
responsibility, however unpleasant. It 
is not a very easy thing for a judge 
upon any bench to altogether satisfy 
all parties appearing before him. Some 
men can so nicely balance the equities 
of the case as to give satisfaction to 
all, and I am told that some judges can 
but 1 am not one of the judges who can. 
I know that In the decision of some of 
these political questions there has been 
soreness felt, and there may be possi- 
bly some felt today; but I want to 
say that I have never decided a single 
case which did not meet the approval 
of my own consclenep and judgment, 
and If it has not met the approval of 
everybody, that Is no more than hu- 
man nature can expect.

NOT DISCRIMINATE 


Washington, Sept 29.—An iinpOrtant 


conference took 
place at the White 


house tonight between President Roose- 
velt and five members of the executiv'e. 
council of the American Federatkm oi 
Labor, including President Gompers 
and Mr. Mitchell, head of the miners 
union, during which the case of Fore- 
man W. A. Miller of the government 
printing office, who was dismissed Be- 
cause he had been expelled from the 
local bookbinders union and afterward 
was reinstated by direction of the pres-. 
ident, was the principal topic of dlsr 
mission. The conference was granted 
at the request of the labor leaders. 


The Miller case was very fully pre- 


sented by the members of the executive 
council, at the'close of which the presi- 
dent made a statement in which he 
announced his decision not to dismiss 
Mill=r was final and that the question 
of his fitness must be settled in the 
regular routine of the administration. 
The statement in full follows: 


"Pursuant to the request of Samuel 


Oompers, president of the American 
Federation 
of Labor, the 
president, 


granted an interview this evening to. 
the members of the executive council 
o' that body—Samuel Oompers, James 
Duncan, John Mitchell. James O'Con- 
nell and 
Frank 
Morrison—At which 


various subjects of legislation In the 
interests of labor, ns well as executive 
action were discussed. Concerning the 
case of William A. Miller, the president 
made the following statement: 
" 'I thank you and your committee 


for your courtesy and I appreciate the 
opportunity to meet with you. It will 
always be a pleasure to see you or 
any representatives of your organiza- 
tions or of your federation as a who|e. 


"'As regards th Miller case, I have 


little to add to what I have already 
said. In dealing with It I ask you to 
remember that 1 am dealing purely with 
the, relation of the government to its 
employes. 
I must govern my action 


by the laws of the land which I am 
sworfl to- administer and which dif- 
ferentiate'any case In which the gov- 
ernment of the United States Is a party 
frdm alfother^cases whatsoever. These 
laws are enacted for the benefit of the 
wh&le people and can not and must not 
be construed as permitting discrimina- 
tion against some of the people. I am 
president of all the people of the United 
States without regard to creed, color, 
birthplace, occupation or social con- 
dittons. My aim is to do equal and 
exact justice as among them all. In 
the employment and dismissal of men 
in the government service. I can no 
more recognize the fact that a man does 
or does not belong to a union as being 
for or against him than I can recognize 
the fact that he is a Protestant or a 
Catholic, a Jew or a Gentile, as being 
for or against him. 
" 'In the communications sent me by 


various' labor organizations protesting 
against the retention of Miller in the 
government printing office, the grounds 
alleged are twofold—first, that he Is a 
non-union man; second, that he is not 
personally, fit. The question of his per- 
sonnl fitness is one to be settled in the 
routine ot administrative detail, and" 
cannot be allowed to conflict with or 
to complicate the large questions of 
governmental 
discriminations for or 


against him or any other man because 
he is or is not a member of a union. 
This is the only question now before 
me-for decision; and as to this my 
decision is final.'"
